TALK OF NEW COMPANY. 


Suburban Town Officials Con- 
sider Formation of Local 
Traction System. 


President William Scanlan of the street 
railway employés’' union, who on Thursday 
night ordered a strike of motormen and con- 
ductors of the County Traction company, 
yesterday woncered just how successful the 
promised bus line service in the suburbs 
would be. It was admitted the operating of 
the bus service would seylously affect any 
chances of a settlement. So far no bus line 
has been established, | 

The union will fight any move to mstall 
efficient bus or automobile service in the af- 
fected districts, it is said. Meanwhile offi- 
cials of the railway company are not worry- 
ing, and assert the cars will not be operated 
uniess the. men return to work. It was ru- 
mored that ahould the employés remain out 
for more than a week it is possible the service 
will never again be resumed. 

Company Financially Embarrassed, 

‘The company is financially embarrassed,” 
said a residen~ of Oak Park, “‘ and while it 
was coining money for a few weeks in the 
summer it must be remembered there is prac- 
tically nothing doing in the late fall and 
winter. These strikers have ‘cut off their 
noses to spite their faces.’ Of course, ifsome 
of the loafers don’t want to work, why, that 
is up to them.” 

Unless the strike is settled without loss of 
time five auto trucks will be put in service 
early tomorrow morning to haul employés 
of the American Can company in Maywood 
to and from their work. The truck service 
will be ‘maintained indefinitely, it is said. 


‘There are more than 1,000 persons employed 


at the works, and many of them lIfve in Mel- 

rose Park, Forest Park, and nearby suburbs. 
Mayor Threatens Trouble. 

“If the County Traction company and its 

striking employés fail to settle r differ- 


ences before Monday, the city officials of

“ The most probable move is the organiza- 
tion of another street car company,” said 
President Polsted of Maywood. “ We may 
petition the Chicago and Northwestern to 
stop more trains here, but no official steps 
have been taken. I have talked with a num- 
ber of people about the organization of a new

does not operate under a franchise. If the 
western villages combined, local capital could 


finance such a company.” 


President O. H. Nelson of Lions agreed

“With a population of more than 50,000

Women Demand Abolition of 
Barber Shop Polling Places. 


THEIR CITY CLUB PROTESTS. 


Says Present Election Quarters Are 
Unfit for Use. 


The protest against the barber shop and 
poolroom polling place has been started. The 
Woman's City club has begun a campaign 
to use.the schools of Chicago as polling places 
beginning next spring. . 

At the next meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Woman's City club a commit- 
tee will be named, according to the present 
plans, to take up, the matter with the board 


of election commissioners and the board of 


education. The meeting probably will be 
held a week from tomorrow. 

Where a school is not handy an effort will 
be made to get a more desirable place from 
a woman's standpoint than a barber shop 
or poolrvom. Members of the Woman’s City 
club have mentioned florists’ shops, confec- 
tionery stores, and grocery or dry goods 
stores a@ places which would be acceptable 
to both sexes. 


Seek Aid of All Organizations, 

The club officials expect to take up the 
movement with.all of the women's organiss- | 
tions of the. city,..in case, there is any difi- 
culty in bringing about.the change. Steps 
will be taken first to. secure the colperation 
of the school committee of the Chicago 
Woman's club. 

“We have to get the polling places away 
from barber shops or we shall be unable to 
get the women to vote,” said Miss Mary Mc- 
Dowell, who has taken up the matter with 
the executive committee of the Woman's 
City club. “ Most of the polling places in 
my ward are in barber shops, and the women 
who come to the settlement assert that they 
wort go to a barber shop to cast their bal- 
lot. The polling place in this precinct is in a 
men’s athletic and social club, which ie also 
an undesirable place for a woman to go. . 

* California changed it polling places to 
schoolhouses as s00n as women were allowed 
to vote. 

Could Use Basement Rooms, 

“Practically all our schools have a base- 
ment room which could be used as a polling 
place without interfering with the work of 
the school. Women want a respectable, clean 
place in which to vote, and we are going to 
ask the board of election commissioners and 
the board of education to assist in providing 
such a place. 

‘* We also are going to ask the board of edu- 
eation to open the schools for the discussion 


| of civic questions for both men and women. 


| The meetings would not be political ones. 


There could be restrictions to prevent the 
gatherings from being political. But the dis- 
cussion of garbage, sanitation, and health 
does not constitute a political meeting. The 
women want a place for discussions of these 
subjects and there is no place, in most local- 
ities, unless the schools are opened. 

The women’s organizations of the city will 
be asked to codperate in this movement alse, 
and we believe they all will be glad to do it.” 


Will Start Organization Work. 

Organization work in all wards and pre- 
cincts will be started in earnest on Monday 
by the Woman’s party of Cook county. The 
ward chairmen will meet in the Hotel La 
Sallie at 2:30 p.m. Where chairmen have 
moved or become inactive, new ones will be 
appointed in their places.

The Geographic society of Chicago and the 
Norski tlab have guaranteed ‘to present to 
Capt. Roald Amundsen, the Norwegian ex- 
plorer, a supply of canned meat sufficient to 
last fifteen men for a period of two years 
for his coming expedition into the arctic. 
This meat, 10,950 pounds, will be canned in 
Chicago and shipped to San Francisco in 
May, 1014, and there loaded on the Fram, 
after that vessel, now in Buenos Aires, has 
come northward through the Panama canal. 

Capt. Amundsen expects to take with him 
supplies for a peven years period, ao that 
the contribution from Chicago is only a 
+ portion of the entire supply. 

Capt. Amundsen, having completed a ax 
months lecture ‘tour in this country, sailed 
for hig *home'in Christianta, Norway, from 
New York on July 2, and will not return to 
this country until next year, when he is on 
his way to lead the Fram into the polar ice 
pack off Point Barrow. 

As he was leaving this country, he wrote 
a letter to Prof. Cox, secretary of the local 
committee, expressing his deep appreciation 
over the assistance that his Chicago friends 
were affording the coming expedition.

They 
disregarded orders to disperse, and the 
troops fired with deadly effect.

Much more than half the food taken goes 
to make heat, particularly with the people 
who live sedentary lives. That being the 
‘case, the main way to decrease the discom- 
fort and inefficiency caused by the hot weath- 
er is to cut the amount of food in half. The 
scientist could put us in calorimeters and 
tel us just how much to eat to the fraction 
ofan ounce.

; Whisky is about 50 per cent alcohol, and 
alcohol is a heat maker. Wine is a flavored 
water, containing about one-third as much 
alcohol as whisky. Beer containa about 
one-fourth as much alcohol as wine, and, 
therefore, is only moderately objectionable 
from the alcohol standpoint. Beer contains 
about 6 per cent of solids, 

The Encyclopedia Britannica says: “* Di- 
etically regarded, beer possesses 
able food value, and, moreover, the nutri- 
tietts matter in beer is present in a readily 
assimilated form.” 

The amount of solid food material in beer 
is half as much as in milk. The solid foods 
contained are not as good hot weather foods 
as those of milk, and, on top of it all, is 
the alcohol. 

When a man drinks beer for thirst on a 
hot day he is liable to drink a quart and 
that more than ogens a pint of milk in food 
value. 

’Plainly, beer is not a hot weather drink. 

Buttermilk is- much better than sweet 
milk, and far better cg beer. 


* As solid foods, sate vegetables and sal- 
ads take first place. They fill the stomach; 
they keep the digestive apparatus busy; they 
appeal to the palate; they furnish. the

Some meat is to be eaten, since it gup- 
plies proteid needed to repair waste. Lean 
ment is the part that contains: the proteid. 
‘The fat is lower in proteids than some vege- 
tables. 

Cold meat is better than warm. There is 
always some fat in meat, and cold fat is 
much more easily handled by the digestive 
organs. 

The less butter tised In hot weiter the 
better. Butter is burned into heat and en- 
ergy, the first of which is harmful and the 
second tnnecessary- in the torrid season.

Doing without butter and gravy will in- 
cidentally lessen the amount of bread eat- 
en, and thereby will result another gain.

ARICATURISTS on this side of the 
Atlantic may be interested to learn 
that every caricature which they 
have ever printed of the German 
kaiser in the public press finds a 

piace in his wonderful collection of carica- 

tures of himeelf, German as well as foreign, 
that Sli a number of folio volumes of his li- 
brary in the Neues palais at Potsdam. 

He has been collecting them ever since he 
attained manhood, that is to say, for a period 
considerably over thirty years; and it must 
be borne in mind that since his accession. to 
the throne, just a quarter of a céntury ago, 
scarcely a week has passed without his figur- 
tng in caricature, both in the German and 
in the foreign press. 

; aa 

At first the Gérman newpapers, particu- 
larly the comic press, held back, being afraid 
of incurring the divers‘pains and penalties, 
including fines and imprisonment, provided 
for the archaic crime of lese majesty. 

However, Emperor William soon caused it 
to be known that he*would look upon every 
caricature of himself as a joke and as a sub- 
ject for amusement rather than offense. This 
caused German caricaturists to set aside 
thelr apprehensions and to abandon their 
caution and reserves, — 

Some of the unkin@est caricatures that 
have ever been printed of the kaiser have 
been designed on this side of the Atlantic. 
But no matter how much ridicule they lav- 
ished upon the emperor, they have all been 
carefully filed away in his collection.

It is a collection the examination of which 
cannot fall to have taught him many a salu- 
tary lesson. The caricatures and cartoons 
have served to call hie attention to his little 
weaknesses, to the things that he has done 
‘land the things that he has said which have 
invited satire. 

No one else, certainly not his ministers, 
not even the members of his family and his 
nearest relatives, would have cared to point 
out to_him the errors of his waye in the man- 
her that this has been accomplished by caric- 
atures which, every one.of them bearing the 
tame of the artist, cannot even be regarded 
ae anonymous attacks upon his conduct. 

That he should: have collected them shows 
that the emperor has a wonderful amount of 
up to date common sense, and that he has 
also a keen sense of humor, which is a sav- 
ing grace in every human being, “And espe- 
cially In monarchs.

point, according to statistics gathered by the © 
United States office of public roads, 


“It is a fair proposition that a large per- 


centage of automobiles are utilized in part 


or wholly for commercial purposes. There 
are and can be no county or township lines in 


traffic over rdads. The resident in any agri- 


cultural community does his selling and buy- 
ing in the city or village most accessible, 
whether in his own or in another county, or 
even. in an adjoining state; and, accessi- 
bility is often a question of roads, he fre- 
quently finds fifteen miles over a good road 
more easily negotiated than five miles over 
an unimproved road. 

“Certain roads in evéry community, 
amounting, according to the best authorities, 
to about 15 per cent of the whole road mile- 
age, are the main roads over which passes 
upward of 80 per cent of the local travel. 
When a single county in a given section im- 
proves its main roads a vast traffic is at once 
diverted to those roads, this multiplied traffic 
requiring systematic ahd unusually .costly 
maintenance, The local community is bene- 
fited, of course, hut so are the adjoining 
counties and neighboring states. 


“* Mecklenburg county, in North Carolina, is 


an excellent illustration of this feature of 
the economics of road improvement. Some 
years ago this progressive county issued 
bonds and built an excellent system of mac- 
adam roads. The-initial advantage was at 
once apparent. Farmers increased their 
acreage of crops, productiom became much 
greater, marketing cost less, and real estate 
values were enhanced from 25 to 100 per cent. 
Then.came new traffic conditions and the 
through travel of a whole section of the state 
was diverted over the good roads of Mecklen- 
burg county, They travel between the north 
and the south assumed larger proportions and 
it went by way of Mecklenburg county be- 
cause of ite good roads. 

“ As a matter of fact, the injustice to the 
taxpayers of eklenburg .county. must be 
apparent to every fair minded man. But 
Mecklenburg county je not alone in its: poal- . 
tion. Nearly @very county in the country 
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lying along the route of a main thoroughfare 
in states where state aid has not been adopted : 


finds itself in a similar situation, either with 
improved .roads .which from .outside_ traffic 
are wearing out or else prevented from mak- 
ing improvements by the not unnatural feel- 
ing on the part of the people that they can- 
not afford to build and maintain roads upon 
which would come the greatest use and wear 
from outside the county with no corréspond- 

ing advantages. The logic brings the in- 
evitable conclusion that it is the duty of the 
state, in justice to the people of the coun- 
ties, to build and maintain the roads over 
which passes the through travel of the people 


‘of the state; and the duty of the nation, in 
justice to the states, to construct and main- }. 
tain those important through routes which’ 
connect the great centere of population and 


commerce.’

for Profits in Poultry Raising. 


By ROBERT JOOS. 7 


HERB are several advantages in keep- 

ing a emall flock. There is a more con- 

Centrated effort on the part, of the 

operator of a small poultry plant, and 

in most cases it means better care and 
attention. Of course this is not always the 
case, and should not be corstrued as an in- 
centive not to breed poultry on an extensive 
scale. Some of the large poultry farms of 
today are conductetd successfully and are 
showing a handsome profit on their invest- 
meéetmis, but the percentage Is smaller. 

On a small poultry plant the operator as a 
rule does all of the work personally. It is ah 
individual effort on his part without any 
assistance whatsoever. He hecomes better 
acquainted with each individual fowl upon 
the place; he soon discovers their short- 
comings, and keeps in cloee touch with thelr 
development and haelth. If he is interested 
as he should be seldom will a sick bird escape 
hig notice, nor will he fail to notice a brood 
of chicks which do not show the proper 
growth. 

The one who keeps poultry In a emall way 
can make conditions more ideal for the hens 
He can supply to the fowls more beneficial 
food, such as table scraps, etc., which could 
not so easily be supplied to all the fowls of a 
more extensive plant. Even though he be an 
amateur he will soon learn the wants of the 
hens, and what is best for the flock kept 
under the particular conditions under which 
hig poultry is kept. Different conditions 
require different feeding and care, and it Is 
not always best to follow a set rule or method 
along this line.

“Jt is announced,” says a news story re- 
jeently sent out from the office of information 
. “ef the department of agriculture, “ that the 

department of agriculture, through its office 
of markets, will shortly begin a thorough 

study of what happens to produce from the 
time it leaves the producer until it reaches 
the consumer. 

“A specialist on marketing perishable 
produce will investigate prices ‘received by 
producers, cost of transportation and stor- 
age, change of ownership, accumulated 
charges, profits, and other elements. This 
specialist will then study conditions in vari- 
ous sections to determine the feasibility ofa 
market news service dealing with perishable 
products, and also the best mthod of making 
statistics of supply and dmand useful to 
the farmer or truck gardener.. 

' “Other specialists will give attention to 
studying codperative organizations of pro- 
ducers and consumers, including coSperative 
marketing association of farmers and buy- 
ers, codperative stores, etc. They will make 
intensive studies of typical communities deal-

| Place for the Picnic. 
* ‘When a hostess makes a picnic as complex 
as a dinner party, the chances are she will

The place for the picnic is the first consid- 
eration. The dweller in the city is almost 
always blessed with one or two parks. But 
one can usually find real woods, which are, 
of course, preferable, of easy access from 
traction cars. The same holds good in re- 
gard to the smaller towns. 

Oftentimes these little jaunts are more en- 
joyable if they take the form of excursions 
to some near by point of interest, some lit- 
erary shrine, or place of historic tradition. 
Under these conditions the luncheon must 
be put up In a manner toadmit of easy carry~- 
ing. Lack of weight and lack of bulk are 
both requisites.

Perhaps the feeling is not acknowledged, 
but its existence seems to be the only the- 
ory by which we can account for the treat~ 
ment the stepchildren endure. Actual 
cruelty may not be shown, but the stepchil- 
dren receive a severity of judgment and 
discipline, a measure of neglect, a lack of 
comprehension and sympathy which dis- 
plays itself especially when the second wife 
has babies of, her own to whom she gives 
her love and attention. 

Yet there is much to be said for the step- 
mother, who has had many unjust accu- 
gations. In the first place, she is subjected 
to tests that the real mother would never 
have. What in the latter is called neces- 
gary discipline of a child, in the step- 
mother is termed needless severity. The 
judicious letting alone, the wise depriva- 
tion of undesirable amusements that every 
mother finds obligatory at times gets no 
charity when exercised by the stepmother.

Few culnary workers realize how much 
the Mttle wastages cost in the aggregate. It

Most patterns for the middy blouse give 
two length sleeves, and a sitield with high or 
square neck, some have also an outside yoke 
facing which may or may not be used at 
pleasure.

While David Ben Itzchok does not speak 
English he speaks a dozen languages, including 
Russia, Ltdlian, and Yiddish. By using all 
of these languages his story was obtained and 
pieced together. He is 38 years old and has

Here is the varied 
eareer of David Ben Itechok as given by him- 
self: 

“Tam a member of the ‘kohanim’ in our 
tribe—that means of the priests. While the 
rest of our people are engaged in agriculture, 
fishing, and other such pursuits the kohanim 
are devoting their time to the study of the 
holy book. I am also a ‘sofar’—that is, a 
scribe. I write the holy book in the original 
Hebrew script. Then I am a ‘chagan.’ I 
recite the prayers before my congregation. All 
these are functions of the ‘ kohan.’ 

“One day there came into our town a 
white man. He began talking to us in Hebrew 
and after a brief conversation he convinced us 
that he was a Jew. The entire population of 
gathered 
about him. We thought he was the Messiah. 


Soon after more white men came with their - 


families. They were Jews. We welcomed 
them. Several white girls married men from 
sur tribe. 

“] married one such girl. . We had three 
children and lived happily for a number of 
years. My wife talked to me often about Env- 
rope. She gave me books in Hebrew to read 
about the life and customs of the people there. 
I also read about America. In one book I 
discovered that the American Indians are by 
some authorities declared to be Jews, the lost 
ten tribes. 

“ My imagination was fired by these books. 
I longed to see Europe. I longed to see the 
new world. My dreams to go to Europe would 
probably never have come true except for a 
misfortune that befell me. My wife died.

Regarded as Devils. 

“Soon after I buried her two Jews, one by 
the name Feitelson and the other. named 
Shapero, came to our town. They offered to 
take two men to Hurope. They wanted to 
show the people there the new Jewish tribe 
they had discovered. 

“ Having lost my home and knowing that 
my wife had a mother in Russia I decided to 
go with these men. I took my children with 
me. Another countryman of mine went along. 
Here ig where our troubles began. While we 
in Abyssinia regarded the first white Jew 
that we saw as the Messiah the white Jews 
everywhere regarded us as ‘devils.’ They 
studied us. They heard us recite chapter after 
chapter from the Bible in the same manner as 
they themselves do. They saw us write 


Algerian Jewesses 


Hebrew, communicate with them in the lan- 
guage of our common ancestors. But they 


s@tepped there. They could not believe that 


we and they were of the same race, were the 
game children of Israel. 

“ These two men exhibited us for some time. 
They then went to the city where my wife's 
mother lived. It is in the province of Minsk, 
in Russia. The grandmother took the oldest 
of my children, a girl of 8 The other, a girl 
of 7 and a boy of 3, she left with me. 

“'The people who were exhibiting us took us 
to Canada. There I was taken sick and they 
left me while my friend and my two children 
were taken by them to New York, where my 
children are now in a Jewish asylum. When 
I got well I found that they -had provided me 
with a ticket to Detroit. My stay in Russia 
enabled me to learn to speak Yiddish and a 
little Russian. In Detroit I talked to a 
number of people. They gave me fare to Chi- 
cago and I came here. 


Meeting With Disappoimtment Here. 


“It is Bere that I am meeting with the 
greatest disappointment. I never expected 
that I would be mistaken here for a non-Jew 
because of my color. While in Abyssinia my 
wive gave me books to read showing that there 
are Jews in China who look like Chinese and 
that the Jews in all parts of the world.change 
their color and features in accord with the 
climate and features of the race there. But 
that does not make them anything else. They 
remain Jews all the same. The Jews here do 
not seem to know it.” 

Since he has been in Chicago David Ben 
Itzchok has been working at odd jobs and 
earning little. His ignorance of the English 
language militates against him. In addition 
he has been in ill health ever since he left 
Abyssinia. In his own country he weighed 185 
pounds. He weighs 135 now. He finds the 
noise of our cities and our indoor life hard on 
his constitution. 

In his native province in Abyssinia he and 
the 6,000 other black Jews of that colony all 
dress in but one shirt. They sleep under the 
open sky. They bathe and fish in the rivers. 
Since they came in contact with Europeans in 
recent years many of them are learning Italian 
and French in the schools established for them 
by the Italian government lately. But their 
free and easy mode of living is still preferred 
by most of them. 

David Ben Itzchok frankly acknowledges 
that he was not cut out for American life. 
He does not care much about staying here. If 
he were to remain he fears that he would 
never be admitted on a basis of equality by 
the Jews. He is now looking for a chance 
to earn $150, the sum which will pay his fare 
back to Johannesburg. From there he can 
readily find his way to Abyssinia, he thinks.
